REPORT 

OF   THE 

SUPERINTENDING  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 


To  the  Voters,  Parents  and  Guardians:  Your  committee  first  di- 
vided the  schools  by  lot ;  four  to  each  member  of  the  Board.  They 
•then  prepiired  regulations,  which  were  recorded  by  the  Town  Clerk, 
and  thus  became  laws.  They  were  printed— given  to  every  teacher, 
and  posted  in  every  School-house — as  an  outline  of  what  was  required 
of  teachers  and  scholars.  The  want  of  Maps,  (a  fault  of  citizens  of 
"Several  districts,)  prevented  a  great  benefit,  which  would  hme  re- 
sulted from  oral  instruction  in  Geography. 

The  terms  opened  one  after  another,  when  the  Board  were  fre- 
quently present,  giving  advice  to  teachers  and  scholars.  They  at- 
tended the  examinations  of  nearly  all  the  schools  ;  into  two  were 
called  to  settle  and  regulate  some  matters  between  teachers  and 
scholars. 

In  all  but  one  or  two,  crihsiderable  improvement  has  been  made. 
Teachers  have  been  faithful  and  tried  to  dg  the  best  they  could.  Two 
male  teachers  could  be  employed,  for  Nos.  5  and  8,  to  advantage,  if 
Rood  one§  c^ould  be  obtained. 

The  visits  of  parents  and  friends  have  been  so  many,  as  to  .show  a 
considerable  interest  on  their  part.    The  Committee  have  made  few 


changes  in  books.  In  Grammar,  perhaps  thirty  are  well  advanced. 
The  same  may  be  said  of  forty  scholars  in  Aritlimetic.  In  Geogra- 
phy, there  are  many  wlio  need  but  little  if  any  more  instruction  in 
this  branch.  A  large  number  have  practised  Writing,  made  good  im- 
provement, and  some,  perhaps  forty,  write  a  pretty  hand.  The  Read- 
ing of  roost  of  our  pupils  is  not  very  good, — too  much  of  the  sing-song 
8tyle.  A  few  read  well.  SpelHng  needs  more  thorough  attention. 
Speaking  is  poor  enough.  We  shall  have  no  more  Daniel  Websters 
at  this  rate.  Think  of  it ;  young  men  just  out  of  their  teens  speaking 
poetry  ;  little-little-me,  tiddle-fiddle-fee.  Let  the  little  girls  speak 
rhymes  ;  the  young  ladies  read  compositions,  and  young  men  declaim 
like  Demosthenes,  with  pebbles  in  his  mouth.  A  number  of  classes 
in  Algebra  have  done  exceedingly  well.  Perhaps  ten  or  fifteen  have 
studied  Book-Keeping — should  have  been  seventy-five. 

Fitzwilliam  ought  to  raise  up  some  young  men  for  Doctors,  Law- 
yers, Representatives,  Senators,  and  see  if  they  cannot  furnish  a 
President. 

There  are  young  ladies  too,  if  they  dig  hard  into  books,  will  shine 
bright  bye  and  bye.  Farmers  and  Mechanics,  the  bone  and  muscle 
of  the  land,  must  be  educated. 

The  history  of  tiie  United  States  has  been  introduced  as  a  Reading 
Book.  The  Committee  have  endeavored  to  fully  meet  the  require- 
ments of  the  Law,  in  looking  after  the  important  trust  committed  to 
their  chiL

District  No.  1. 

SUMMER  TERINI.    Miss  Sara  L.  Adams,  Teacher,  Winchester. 
Length  of  school,  7  weeks. 
Number  of  scholars,  22. 
Average  attendance,  21. 
Tardiness,  0. 

T!ie  same  unqualified  success  attended  Miss  Adams'  efforts  in  this 
school  as  in  former  schools  in  this  town.  She  was  well  sustained  by 
the  parents  and  beloved  by  her  scholars.  A  correct  understanding 
of  the  branches  taught  was  a  prominent  characteristic  of  this  school. 
We  believe  that  one  secret  of  this  teacher's  success  is  her  mode  of 
discipline,  so  undemonstrative  in  appearance  that  an  observer  would 
think  the  school  governed  itself.  This  method  of  making  each  pu- 
pil feel  responsible  for  his  own  conduct  is  the  only  true  one,  and  if 
more  generally  practiced  the  teachers  and  schools  would  appear  to 
better  advatage.  As  is  the  custom  in  this  district,  the  final  examin- 
ation was  quite  fully  attended.  The  success  was  satisfactory  to  all 
present. 

WINTER  TERM.     Miss  Alice  J.  Kelton,  Teacher,  Harwick,  Mass. 
Length  of  school,  10  weeks. 
Number  of  scholars,  33. 
Average  attendance,  30.  ^k 

Tardiness,  0.  ^^ 

Miss  Kelton  came  to  us  highly  recommended  as  a'iGorough,  prac- 
tical, and  energetic  teacher.  As  such  we  found  her,  and  this  term 
under  her  instruction  was  very  successful.  Miss  K.  proved  herself 
an  indefatigable  worker,  taking  every  opportunity  to  aid  a  perplexed 
or  discouraged  pupil.  The  scholars  applied  themselves  faithfully  to 
their  studies  and  were  required  by  the  teacher  to  understand  the 
principles  involved  in  their  lessons,  before  advancing  to  others.  They 
acquitted  themselves  well  whenever  asked  by  the  Committee,  and  at 
the  final  examination,  which  was  attended  by  a  large  number  of  grat- 
ified spectators.  * 
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District  No.  2. 

SUMMER  TERM,     Miss  Nellie  J.  Rugg,  Teaclier. 

Length  of  school,  8  weeks. 
Number  of  scholars,  10. 
Average  attendance,  8  7-16. 
Tardiness,  0. 

WINTER  TERM.    Miss  Nellie  J.  Rugg,  Teacher. 

Length  of  school,  11  weeks. 

Number  of  scholars,  13. 

Average  attendance,  12  3-10. 

Tardiness,  0. 
This  was  the  first  effort  of  the  teacher  in  this  capacity.    She  was 
very  assiduous  in  her  labors  during  both  terms,  manifested  a  love 
for  her  work,  and  succeeded  well. 

It  is  in  justice  due  to  the  six  largest  boys,  who  attended  the 
Winter  term,  for  your  Committee  to  say,  that  it  is  very  creditable  to 
them  that  they  attended  the  ^hool,  and  conducted  themselves  with 
commendable  decorum  during  the  whole  term  under  the  tuition  of  a 
female  teacher  but  a  few  years  their  senior.  The  classes  in  Algebra, 
Arithmetic,  and  Grammar,  appeared  well  at  the  closing  examination, 
and  evinced  that  much  progress  had  been  made  during  the  term. 


.      District  No.  3. 

FALL  TERM.    Miss  Sara  L.  Adams,  Teacher. 
Length  of  school,  13  weeks. 
Number  oT  scholars,  30. 

The  one  term  of  this  school  commenced  Sept.  9tJ?,  and  ended  Dec. 
6th,  and  was  an  entire  success.  Good  order,  good  attention,  all  inter 
ested,  and  considerable  progress  made  in  all  the  studies  ;  particularly 
in  Grammar  and  Algebra.    Singing  excellent. 

Miss  A.  has  earned  a  good  reputation;  is  loved  by  her  pupils  and 
respected  by  parents  and  friends. 


District  No.  4. 
SUMMER  TERM.    Miss  Clara  E.  Aldrich,  Teacher. 
Length  of  school,  8  weeks. 
»  Number  of  scholars,  21. 

This  term  commenced  May  20th,  and  ended  July  11th.  This  rath- 
er backward  school  was  well  conducted  and  well  instructed  ;  particu- 
larly in  Reading  and  Punctuation.  Miss  A.  loved  her  work  ;  endeav- 
ored to  make  her  pupils  understand — methodical  and  analytical.  All 
the  classes  appeared  exceedingly  well.  She  had  the  good  sense  to 
heed  the  wishes  and  advice  of  the  Committee.  Her  teaching  in  Sing- 
ing some  excellent  songs,  was  a  feather  in  her  cap.  The  Board  pres- 
ent, expressed  their  approbation,  and  the  large  number  of  friends 
present,  showed  a  general  interest.     Get  her  again. 

FALL  TERM.     Miss  Clara  E.  Aldrich,  Teacher. 
Length  of  school,  10  weeks. 
Number  of  scholars,  26. 

This  term  commenced  Sept.  8th,  and  ended  Nov.  14th.  The  full 
Board  present,  expressed  satisfaction  at  the  promptness,  accuracy  and 
progress  made.  Here  is  greatly  needed  more  Blackboards.  By  each 
scholar,  $50  was  lost  for  the  want  of  outline  Maps.  Thifj  is  true  if 
education  is  worth  anything.  The  teacher  could  not  meet  our  print- 
ed requirements  of  oral  instruction  in  Geography.  It  is  hoped  that 
neither  this  District  nor  any  other,  will  let  this  want  exist  another 
term  to  the  great  detriment  of  their  children.  Better  live  on  salt 
and  potatoes  and  eat  no  more  meat  while  this  world  stands,  than 
starve  and  cripple  the  minds  of  the  young.  It  is  penny  wise  and 
pound  foolish. 


District  No.  5. 

SUMMER  TERM.    Miss  Anna  J.  HiTcncoci,  Teacher. 

NORMAL  ACADEMY. 

Length  of  school,  11  weeks. 
Number  of  scholars,  28. 
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The  Nominal  Acadenjy,  commenced  under  favorable  auspices. 
Miss  H.  is  a  well  qualified,  able  teacher  in  her  way  ;  but  disposed  to 
take  matters  into  her  own  hands  and  not  carry  out  the  wishes  of  the 
Committee.  It  was  thought  best  to  let  her  steer  the  ship,  keep  thf 
reckoning,  take  the  sun  and  make  thfe  harbor  herself ;  which  she  did, 
with  some  credit.  But  it  is  better  to  obey  orders  if  you  break  own- 
ers. The  order  and  recitations  were  fair.  Some  advancement  and 
some  left  off  where  they  had  been  before.  We  were  sorry  in  not 
being  able  to  regulate  this  school,  which  would  have  been  much 
more  for  their  profit. 

WINTER  TERM.     Miss  Axxa  J.  Hitchcock,  Teacher. 

Length  of  School,  8  weeks. 

Number  of  scholars,  38. 

Though  there  was  praiseworthy  application  by  the  scholars,  and 
fair  advancement  in  some  respects,  it  could  not  be  called  a  very  suc- 
cessful term.  Members  of  the  Committee  having  settled  a  little  diffi- 
culty, the  school  closed  pleasantly,  with  a  good  attendance  of  parents 
and  friends.  Gen.  Washington  was  not  too  proud  to  bow  to  a  colored 
man,  nor  Franklin  too  wise  to  learn  something  from  a  traveller  on 
the  wing:  so  as  to  tell  what  he  knew  ;  hence  his  rule.  Some  of  the 
pupils  of  this  school  are  quite  intelligent.  One  or  two  terras  by  an 
able  male  teacher,  would  help  them  greatly.  Why  not  get  him,  for 
a  Winter  term  of  three  months, — enlarge  the  field  of  studies,  to  em- 
brace Book-Keeping,  Rhetoric,  Surveying,  Algebra,  Geometry,  Chem- 
istry, Elocution,  the  elementary  studies  of  Greek,  Latin  and  French  : 
then  advertise  for  students,  giving  our  own  young  men  and  young 
ladies  opportunities  to  grow  higher  and  spread  wider  in  the  develop- 
ment and  storing  of  their  minds  with  the  treasures  of  knowledge? 
Why  not?  The  School-house  needs  improvements,  internally,  ex- 
ternally, and  surroundingly  I  The  location  is  not  the  best. 
SU^NIMER  TERM.  Miss  Lizzie  L.  HiTcncocK,  Teacher,  Walpole. 
•  PRIMA R  Y  SCHOOL. 

Length  of  school,  10  weeks. 

Number  of  scholars,  34. 

Average  attendance,  1^9^.

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FALL  TER^L    Miss  Lizzie  L.  Hitchcock,  Teacher,  Walpole. 

Length  of  school,  10  weeks. 

Number  of  scholars,  43. 

Average  attendance,  36. 

Tardiness,  12. 
It  is  a  difficult  task  to  meet  the  wants  of  so  many  small  scholars, 
and  of  temperaments  so  varied  as  in  this  school.  It  requires  an  al- 
most inexhaustable  amount  of  patience,  energy,  and  perseverance  in 
a  teacher.  Although  Miss  Hitchcock  had  never  engaged  in  a  school 
of  like  character,  she  went  about  her  work  understandingly ;  secur- 
ing first  of  all  the  good  will  and  love  of  her  pupils.  Her  effort*  were 
so  successful  in  Summer,  as  to  insure  her  engagement  for  the  Fall 
term,  in  which  she  also  met  with  good  success.  The  examination  of 
both  Summer  and  Fall  terms  showed  that  a  verj-  satisfactory  im- 
provement had  been  made.  They  were  fully  attended,  and  all  pres- 
ent seemed  well  pleased  with  the  exercises. 


District  No.  7. 
SXMMER  TERM.     Miss  -Mary  A.  Putkey,  Teacher. 
Length  of  school,  8  weeks. 
Number  of  scholars,  25. 
Average  attendance,  21. 
Tardiness,  5. 
WINTER  TERM.    Miss  Mary  A.  Pctxey,  Teacher. 
Length  of  school,  10  weeks. 
Number  of  scholars,  21. 
Average  attendance,  17j. 
Tardiness,  3. 
Miss  PcTXBY  entered  upon  her  engagement  with  the  determination 
to  do  what  she  could  for  the  thorough  advancement  of  the  scholars. 
By  her  fidelity  she  succeeded  in  accomplishing  a  good  work  for  this 
school,  and  she  may  be  truly  ranked  as  one  of  our  best  native  teach- 
ers.    Commendable  progress  was  made  in  Reading,  Writing,  Arith- 
metic, and  Grammar,  and  the  closing  examination  of  the  Winter 
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term  was  satisfactory  to  the  Committee  and  all  the  citizens  of  the 
district  present. 

We  are  very  sorry  to  state  that  one  scholar,  a  lad  of  some  15  years 
of  age  without  any  reasonable  excuse,  (as  we  could  learn,)  did  not 
commence  attending  the  Winter  term  until  the  sixth  week.  We 
trust  that  such  a  case  as  this  will  not  again  occur  in  the  schools  of 
this  town. 


District  No.  8. 

SUMMER  TERM.    Miss  S.  L.  Adams,  Teacher,  Winchester. 

Length  of  school,  7  weeks. 

Number  of  scholars,  24. 

Average  attendance,  21  4-5. 

Tardiness,  1. 

Scholars  not  absent  i  day,  14. 
This  teacher  well  sustained  her  enviable  reputation  heretofore  ac- 
quired as  a  teacher  in  our  public  schools.     The  order  and  discipline 
of  the  school  was  good,  and  perceptable  improvement  was  made  in 
all  the  branches  pursued. 

WINTER  TERM.    Miss  Julia  M.  Collins,  Teacher. 

Length  of  school,  11  weeks. 

Number  of  scholars,  31. 

Average  attendance,  23. 

Tardiness,  16. 

Scholars  not  absent  .}  day,  6. 
We  did  not  perceive  any  lack  of  fidelity  on  the  part  of  Miss  Collins, 
and  the  examination  showed  fair  results.  She  evidently  desired  and 
endeavored  to  lead  her  scholars  to  do  their  work  well  and  to  make  pro- 
gress in  their  studies.  There  was  a  want  of  proper  respect  toward  the 
teacher  on  the  part  of  some  of  the  scholars.  There  was  some  lack  of 
that  firm,  decided  command  on  the  one  hand,  and  that  respectful  de- 
meanor on  the  other,  so  desirable  and  essential  in  every  good  school. 
Several  of  the  scholars  were  absent  at  the  closing  examination. 
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District  No.  9. 

SUMMER  TERM.    Miss  Julia  M.  Collins,  Teacher. 

Length  of  schovil,  7  weeks. 
Number  of  scholars,  22. 
Average  attendance,  20. 
Tardiness,  18. 

This  was  Miss  Collins'  first  term  in  this  District,  and  she  com- 
»nenced  it  with  a  strong  determination  to  succeed.  The  school  ap- 
peared well  at  its  beginning  and  continued  quite  prosperous  through- 
out the  term.  The  teacher  reports  only  three  not  absent  or  tardy.  In 
a  school  of  only  seven  weeks  duration,  where  so  many  scholars  have 
been  absent  and  tardj',  there  must  be  something  wrong, — either  a 
lack  of  a  just  appreciation  of  a  well  regulated  school,  or  a  willingness 
to  annoy  the  the  teacher.  The  result  will  be  the  same  in  either  case, 
— namely,  an  irreparable  loss  to  the  delinquent.  The  examination 
showed  as  much  advancement  as  could  be  expected  in  so  short  a 
school. 

WINTER  TERM.    Miss  Marcia  C.  Damon,  Teacher. 

Length  of  school,  10  weeks. 
Number  of  scholars,  20. 
Average  attendance,  Ifij. 
Tardiness,  6. 

The  school  during  this  term  made  good  improvement.  The  teacher 
having  been  engaged  in  the  District  for  several  terms  previously,  was 
able  to  go  about  her  work  understandingly,  and  she  devoted  herself 
to  her  duties  with  much  energy.  The  scholars,  though  many  of  them 
were  quite  large,  aquitted  themselves  well,  whenever  visited  by  the 
Committee,  and  at  the  final  examination,  which  was  attended  by  a 
good  number  of  interested  spectators. 

The  Committee  would  here  add  that  the  average  attendance  was 
considerably  decreased  by  scholars  moving  into  the  District  after  the 
term  was  nearly  through,  but  attended  school  long  enough  to  be  re- 
ceived as  scholars. 
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District  No.  10. 

One  term  only  during  the  year. 

Miss  Alice  E.  Wilson,  Teacher,  Claverack,  N.  Y. 
Length  of  st^hool,  11  weeks. 
Number  of  scholars,  10. 
Average  attendance,  9. 
Tardiness,  3. 

Scholars  not  absent  i  day,  7. 
Miss  Wilson  is  a  lady  of  superior  education,  and  although  this  was 
her  first  effort  in  teaching,  she  evinced  an  aptness  to  govern  and  in- 
struct. The  instruction  communicated  was  distinguished  by  correct- 
ness and  precision.  She  taught  her  pupils  many  useful  thing  asiide 
from  what  was  taught  from  books.  This  is  what  we  admire  in  a 
teacher. 

Correct  instruction  is  what  is  needed  for  all  scholars  ;  it  is  full  as 
necessary  for  j'oung  pupils  as  for  older  ones.  Begin  well;  avoid  con- 
tracting errors  and  strive  to  be  free  from  bad  habits  in  education. 
This  school  was  a  success,  and  commendable  progress  made  in  all 
the  branches  pursued. 


District  No.  11. 

SUMMER  TERM.     Miss  Addie  M.  Bissell,  Teacher, 

Length  of  school,  G  weeks. 

Number  of  scholars,  9. 

Average  attendance,  8|. 

Tardiness,  1. 
By  the  above  figures  it  appears  that  the  average  attendance  was 
very  good.  The  number  of  scholars  in  the  District  is  very  small,  but 
they  manifested,  during  this  term  a  very  fair  degree  of  interest. 
This  was  Miss  Bissell's  first  school,  and  the  Committee  judge  from 
what  they  saw  of  it,  that  for  so  short  a  term,  considerable  advance- 
ment was  made.  We  doubt  not  that  tliis  lady,  when  aided  l)y  more 
experience,  will  make  a  very  successful  teacher.  Had  she  succeeded 
in  infusing  a  little  more  energy  into  her  pupils,  the  school  would  have 
appeared  to  better  advantage.  The  examination,  though  participated 
in  by  very  few,  passed  off  very  pleasantly. 
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WINTER  TERM.  Miss  Ella  R.  Bickford,  Teacher,  Winchendon,  Ms. 

Length  of  school,  12  weeks. 

Number  of  scholars,  14. 

Average  attendance,  llj. 

Tardiness,  1. 
There  was  a  larger  attendance  than  in  Summer,  but  the  average  at- 
tendance, as  will  be  seen,  was  considerably  less.  Miss  Bickfoed 
came  to  us  without  recommendation,  this  being  her  first  school,  but 
she  acquitted  herself  with  much  credit.  She  succeeded  at  first  in  se- 
curing the  good  will  and  confidence  of  tlie  scholars,  after  which,  with 
becoming  energy  and  tact,  she  conducted  the  school  through  the 
term  of  twelve  weeks  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  all,  so  far  as  the 
Committee  has  been  able  to  learn.  The  examination,  though  not 
very  fully  attended,  passed  ofi'  very  pleasantly,  and  showed  conclu- 
sively that  a  good  work  had  been  performed. 


District  No.  12. 
SUMMER  TERM.    Miss  Jennie  Metcalf,  Teacher. 
Length  of  school,  6  weeks. 
Number  of  scholars,  13. 
This  term  was  short,  the  health  of  tlie  teacher  failing.     The  note 
of  the  first  visit  was,  "  All  things  in  order  except  Maps  wanting." 
A   very   satisfactory   examination.      Good    attention,  thorough    in- 
struction and  advancement  in  all  the  studies.     Giving  her  u^nd  to 
study  and  enlarging  her  storehouse  of  knowledge,  she  will  make  an 
excellent  teacher.     This,  though  small,  is  a  pretty  school. 

WINTER  TERM.     Miss  Alice  B.  Barnard,  Teacher. 
Length  of  school,  11  weeks. 
Number  of  scholars,  19. 
This  school  was  larger  than  the  previous  one  and  more  difficult  to 
govern  and  instruct ;  older  scholars  and  more  advanced.    The  Com- 
mittee enjoyed  a  call  of  a  few  hours,  particularly  in  advising  some  of 
the  young  men  and  young  ladies  in  regard  to  their  studies.     Ill 
health  prevented  our  attendance  on  the  last  day,  but  we  have  learned 
that  considerable  progress  was  made.    It  may  not  be  expected  that  a 
young  lady  will  govern  a  school  of  large  pupils  as  well  as  an  experi- 
enced male  teacher.

CONCLUDING  REMARKS.

Can 
parents  spare  any  pains  and  reasonable  expense  in  supplying  Maps, 
Globes,  Books,  Blackboards  and  the  best  teachers  for  the  children 
and  young  people,  soon  to  launch  their  frail  barks  on  the  great  ocean 
of  life? 

All  this  means,  that  we  have  no  conception  what  young  minds  are 
coming  forward  in  Fitzwilliam  who,  could  they  be  raked  out  and  fed 
with  knowledge,  would  bless  the  country  and  astonish  mankind. 

Several  questions  arise: — Will  the  Town  vote  the  money — the  Dis- 
tricts awake  from  slumber  and  see  in  the  vision  of  the  future,  their 
sons  and  daughters  shining  in  the  sunbeams  of  usefulness  ? 

Education  is  moving  away  from  us,  South  and  West,  taking  our 
best  teachers  and  best  men.  What  shall  we  do?  Have  the  valleys 
and  hills  draped  in  mourning,  or  dotted  with  Churches  and  School- 
houses  and  filled  with  joyous  youth  ?

of  government,  with  its  priceless  cargo,  into  the  sea  of  earthly  glory, 
until  He  shall  come  whose  right  it  is  to  reign  and  rule.

EXPLANATORY  REMARKS. 


It  has  been  the  custom  for  several  decades,  to  publish  a  Decennial 
Catalogue,  of  all  the  pupils  attending  the  Common  Schools; — giving 
their  ages  and  how  many  weeks  schooling  they  had  during  the  year. 

Its  present  use,  and  for  years  to  come,  will  be  considerable,  in  set- 
tling some  matters  of  enquiry.  The  age  of  any  one  here  enrolled, 
<'an  be  determined  at  any  future  time  ;  might  be  useful  in  a  legal 
question  ;  or,  when  one  is  entitled  to  vote  ;  or,  to  see  who  was  subject 
to  draft  in  time  of  war  ;  or  in  case  of  a  town  pauper. 

It  might  be  of  use  in  settling  a  matter  of  property.  A  young  man 
could  prove  bis  right  to  suffrage  ;  the  Town  enforce  a  poll  tax  at  the 
jiroper  time.  Fifty  years  hence,  something  maj'^  come  up  of  great 
importance,  which  this  official  showing  would  make  plain.  The  same 
thing  done  fifty  years  ago,  would  be  a  valuable  memento  of  the  past, 
to  say  the  least.  In  one  hundred  years,  some  of  this  edition  of  a  few 
hundred  copies,  will  have  taken  wings  to  Europe  and  to  the  Islands 
of  the  Sea.     Some  will  be  preserved  by  generations  to  come. 

Such  Catalogues  printed  in  the  Old  World,  might  have  enabled 
heirs  to  have  settled  their  pedigree,  back  to  a  fortune  over  the  great 
waters. 

Ancestral  Tables,  were  kept  from  Adam  to  Noah  ;  from  Xoah  to 
Moses,  and  with  the  greatest  care  from  Moses  to  the  advent  of  tlu- 
Mesiah  ;  so  his  lineage  was  readily  traced  by  Luke,  bark  to  Ada)n. 
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What  some  will  desire  to  know  who  come  after  us,  in  regard  to 
our  present  Schools.  Districts  are  so  bounded  that  few  children  have 
to  go  more  than  a  mile,  and  the  greater  number  but  a  short  distance. 
Teachers  are  generally  females ;  School-houses  neat  and  tidy — fur- 
nished with  Blackboards  and  wall  Maps  for  oral  instruction  in  Geog- 
raphy. 

Schools  are  free  to  all.  Parents  and  Guardians  are  compelled  to 
send  their  children  by  law.  Studies :  Reading,  Writing,  Arithmetic, 
Geography,  Spelling,  Algebra,  History,  Composition,  Speaking,  Phi- 
losophy, Book-Keeping,  and  some  others.  Most  pupils  leave  school 
at  from  fifteen  to  eighteen  years  of  age. 

Errors  in  spelling  names  must  be  charged  to  the  teachers,  who  kept 
the  Registers,  from  which  they  have  been  carefully  copied.

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It  will  be  seen  that  the  expense  for  Repairing  Books,  Curtains, 
Record  Books,  Printing  Rules,  Book -cases,  Table,  and  Lock  were  the 
necessary  expenses  incurred  in  re-organizing  the  Library  and  fitting 
up  the  Library-room,  which  will  of  coui-se  be  omitted  in  the  expenses 
of  succeeding  years. 

The  Library  contains  840  volumes.  An  addition  of  340  new  Books 
has  been  made  during  the  year,  also  many  Magazines  which  are  not 
enumerated  on  the  catalogue. 

The  circulation  of  books  was  at  the  rate  of  1560  per  annum. 

The  Supervisors  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  sundry  Books  and 
Reports  from  Hon.  A.  H.  Cragin,  Hon.  H.  W.  Parker,  Dr.  Silas 
CuMMiNGS,  A.  A.  Parker,  Esq.,  J.  S.  Adams,  Esq.,  Joshua  M.  Kendall, 
Esq.,  J.  M.  Parker,  John  E.  Fisher,  and  from  various  other  persons 
in  town  who  have  donated  Books  and  Magazines  to  the  Library 
and  also  Pictures  to  adorn  the  walls  of  the  Library -room. 

From  the  general  desii'e  for  Books  the  p&st  year  there  can  be  no 
doubt  that  your  Library  will  be  the  means  of  great  public  benefit. 

The  Supervisors  have  no  salary  for  their  services.

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RESOLUTION. 

Whereas,  The  Shareholders  of  the  Fitzwilliam  Library  Associa- 
tion by  a  resolution  adopted  or>  the  twenty-first  day  of  January, 
1871,  donated  and  turned  over  to  the  Town  of  Fitzwilliam,  all  their 
Books  and  Cases  contained  in  their  Library  at  that  date. 

Providing,  That  each  family  in  Town  may  have  a  riglit  in  said  Li- 
brary by  paying  to  the  Librarian  appointed  by  the  Town  a  sum  not 
less  than  one  dollar,  and  thereby  constitute  themselves  and  their 
families  life-members  thereof,  with  the  right  to  take  out  books  with- 
out payment  of  any  additional  sum  therefor,  subject  to  rules  here- 
after prescribed. 

And,  That  the  Society  known  as  the  Fitzwilliam  Library  Associa- 
tion is  hereby  dissolved. 

Therefore  he  it  Resolved,  That  the  Town  of  Fitzwilliam  does  here- 
by receive,  accept  and  approve  of  the  generous  donation  of  the  Fitz- 
william Library  Ascociation  of  the  Books  and  Cases  contained  in 
their  late  Library,  on  the  terms  expressed  in  their  resolutions  adopt- 
ed January  21,  1871,  and  that  the  name  of  said  Librtry  shall  be' the 
Fitzwilliam  Town  Librarj^  and  that  there  shall  be  chosen  annually, 
at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting,  a  Librarian,  who  shall  have  the  charge 
of  said  Library  and  act  as  Treasurer  and  also  act  as  Supervisor  of 
said  Town  Library,  and  two  Supervisors,  who  shall  have  the  general 
supervision  of  said  Library  and  of  the  Library-room,  and  shall  an- 
nually make  a  report  to  the  Town  of  the  condition  and  standing  of 
said  Library. 

And,  That  the  Librarian  and  Supervisors  are  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  to  make  sui-h  Rutes  and  Regulations  for  the  govern- 
ment and  management  of  said  Library  from  time  to  time  as  they  may 
deem  expedient,  which  said  Rules  and  Regulations  shall  be  recorded 
by  the  Clerk  on  the  Records  of  the  Town,  and  that  the  centre  room 
on  the  North  side  on  the  lower  floor  of  the  Town  House  shall  be  as- 
signed fur  the  use  of  said  Library,  and  for  such  other  Literary  and 
Scientific  Meetings,  and  exercises,  as  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall 
direct. 

Adopted  in  Town  Meeting,  March  14,  1871. 
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RULES. 

1.  Any  person  may  become  a  life-member  by  paying  to  tlie  Li- 
brarian the  sum  of  one  dollar,  and  be  entitled  to  the  use  of  one 
volume  at  a  time. 

2.  The  family  in  which  any  life-member  resides  may,  with  his 
permission,  use  the  books  drawn  by  said  member ;  but  in  all  cases 
the  life-member  to  whom  the  book  is  charged  shall  be  responsible 
for  loss,  damage,  or  detention. 

3.  No  book  to  be  taken  from  the  Library  without  the  permission 
of  the  Librarian. 

4.  Fine  for  detention  over  three  weeks  one  cent  each  day,  and 
FIFTY  cents  if  not  returned  seven  days  before  the  Annual  Meeting. 

5.  Loss  and  damage  to  property  to  be  appraised  by  the  Librarian, 
and  the  right  to  take  out  books  forfeited  in  four  weeks,  unless  such 
damage  is  paid,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  Supervisors. 

6.  Any  person  not  a  life-member  may  have  a  right  to  take  out  a 
book  (subject  to  the  discretion  of  the  Librarian)  by  paying  two  cents 
per  day  for  the  use  of  such  book. 

7.  Annual  Meeting  first  Monday  in  March. 
Adopted  by  the  Supervisors,  April  24,  1873.
